AGENTS. 
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Chalk.  Colonel  Dodge,  of  the  United  States  Army,  has  lately  found  a  quarry  of 
Chalk  near  the  Missouri.  This  mineral  had  not  before  l^en  discovered  in  our  countgjr^ 
though  sought  for  and  supposed  to  exist :  except  that  Professor  Nuttall  detected  foise^^ 
few  years  ago,  in  t^  western  country,  hut  less  pure  and  of  less  extent  than  that  discotei^ 
ed  by  Col.  Dodge.  ”  It  is  probably  known  that  Chalk  is  formed  by  the  carbonate  of  lime, 
and  is  a  neutral  or  compound  salt ;  but  pure  Chalk  has  not  before  been  found  up  the 
United  States*  ^3^
